March Slonim, celebrated Russian 
author and educator, will speak in 
George Washington hall on Sun- 
day evening, and his topic will be 
“Russia and the United States.’

Horse Runs Away 


One death has resulted in An- 
dover as the aftermath of last 
Thursday’s record-breaking snow 
storm which dislocated Andover’s 
community and business life for 
several days. 

Wednesday afternoon Mrs. Marie 
Velderman of 259 North Main 
street, walking on Haverhill street 
because of the lack of cleared side- 
walks, was fatally injured when she 
was struck by a runaway horse. 
The authorities are not quite clear 
as to how-she sustained the fatal 
injury, but they believe, from the 
shape of the hole in her temple, 
that it was the shaft of the wagon 
that caused her death. 

The horse and wagon, owned by 
Sidney P. White of the Wild Rose 
Dairy, were backed up to the load- 
ing platform at the New Pngland 
Dairy plant off Haverhill street. 
The farm hand in charge, James L. 
Amadon, having loaded the wagon, 
led the horse by the bridle out past 
a truck that was parked beside it. ° 
He then reached for the reins, and 
as he did so the horse reared and 
bolted, Amadon clung to the reins 
and was pulled out as far as Ha- 
verhill street before he was shaken 
loose. He was injured by the wheel 
of the wagon. 

The horse then galloped onto Ha- 
verhill street, heading for Shaw- 
sheen square. Part way up the road 
several women were walking, and 
apparently they all jumped out 
of the way but Mrs. Velderman 
was unable to flee in time, The 
horse continued through Shawsheen 
square, and up Lowell street. Near 
Canterbury street a motorist ap- 
parently saw the oncoming horse 
in his rear-view mirror. He slowed 
down and maneuvered his car s0 
that the horse ended up in a snow 
drift.
